The bachelor broth 
cr, instead of dying intestate, made a will 
in favor of the cousin who fought ao • 
hard the supposed heirs at law, and left 
it with a Washington lawyer, who went 
Bouth at the beginning of the war, leav- 
ing with his office boy a box of papers to 
bo delivered to the persons addressed in 
case of non-return of the attorney, and 
the boy probably forgot. A short time 
ago the youngster, having 
presumably 


come to man's estate, recovered his mem- 
ory, the will, the existence of which had 
been unknown, was sent to the cousin's 
lawyer, and the case is again to go before 
the supreme court.

MJ^OT Andre's Watch. 


(N'ew York Pon J 


A gentleman brought to tlie Evening 


Post office the other evening 
t inter- 


esting relic purporting to have been Ma- 
jor Andre's gold watch, which was taken 
from that officer by his captors, and sold 
by them to Colonel William Stephens 
Smith, r.f the American army. 
The 


Colonel determined to forward tlie watch 
to the mother and two sisters of Major 
Andre in England, and with this end in 
view, sent ithy a'fog of truce, accompa- 
nied by a letter, to Major (afterward 
general) Robertson, of the British army, 
then Military Governor of New York 
Citv. He had paid for it thirty guineas. 


I'he watch was next heard of, so far 


as the present generation is concerned, 
at the centennial exhibition, whither it 
had been forwarded by a Western lady 
who had bought it of a person in some 
financial straits. This person's story was 
that one of her ancestors had bought it 
at a pawnbroker's iu Philadelphia, and 
that it had been in the family ever since. 
Why the watch never reached Majoi 
Andre's family is to this day a mystery. 
• "I was once an apprentice to ,r watch. 
maker," said a well known historian the 
other day, "but of all the watches I ever 
saw I never saw one like that." It is very 
thin, about one fourth the thickness of 
the timepieces usually carried by gentle- 
men. The width of the dial plate is two 
and a half inches; and the figures on it 
are 12, 3, 6 and 9, the interveniing 
boors being marked each by a single 
gold star. On the inner case are the 
words, "John Andre, 1774;" and above 
them the maker's name, "John Camp- 
bell, Albany," probably an Albany in 
England. Near a regulator are the di- 
rections "slow," "fast." 


Andre was captured on the 23d of Sep- 


tember, 1780. "They robbed me," he 
said at his trial, "of what little money 1 
had, and of two watches—one gold ami 
one silver."

In the year 626 of our era, when Ed- 


win, the Anglo-Saxon king, was delib- 
erating on receiving the Christian mis- 
sionaries, one of his nobles said to him, 
"the present life of man, O king, com- 
pared with that space of time beyond, of 
which we have no certainty, reminds me 
of your winter feasts, where yon sit with 
your generals and ministers. The hearth 
blazes in the middle and a grateful heat 
is spread around, while storms of rain 
and snow are raging without. Driven 
by the tempest, a little sparrow enters 
at one door and flies delighted around us 
till it departs through the other. Whilst 
it stays in our mansion it feels not the 
winter storm; but when the short mo- 
ment of happiness has been enjoyed, it 
is forced again into the same • dreary 
tempest from which it had escaped, and 
we behold it no more. Such is the life 
of man, and we arc as ignorant of the 
state which proceeded our present exis- 
tence as of that which will follow it." 


In the first record of a nation in any 


degree thoughtful and cultivated, i*ome 
belief in the life beyond life would of 
course be suggested. 
The Egyptian 


people furnish us the earliest details of 
an established civilization, and I read in 
the Book o£ Herodotus this remarkable 
sentence: "The Egyptians are the first 
of mankind who have affirmed the im- 
mortality of the soul." There never 
was a time when the doctrine of a future 
life was not held. The whole life of 
man in the -first ages was- ponderously 
determined on death. 
It made every 


man an undertaker, and the priesthood 
a senate of sextons. The chief end of 
man being to be buried well, the arts 
most in request were masonry and ent 
balming, to give imperishability to '"• 
corpse. " 


The Greek, with his perfect senses 


perceptions, had quite another philose „ 
phy. He loved life and delighted in 
beauty. He drove away the embaliners; 
he built no more ef those doleful, moun- 
tainous tombs. 
He adorned death 


brought wreaths of parsley and laurel; 
made it bright with games of strength 
and skill and chariot races. 


Nothing can excel the beauty of the 


•arcophagus. The poet Shelley says of 
them: "They seem not so much tombv 
as voluptuous chambers for immortal 
spirits." 


Christianity brought a new wisdom. 


But learning depends on the learner. 
No more truth can be conveyed than 
the popular mind can bear. Death in 
seen as • natural event and is met with 
firmness. A wise man in our time cans 
ed to be written on his tomb, "Think 01 
living." . 
"The name of death was never terrible 
To him that knew t» live;"

Some interesting evidence as to the 


I'haractoi of modern lighting is supplied 
hy a recent published volume, the Re- 
port of the English Stafford lloutc 
Com- 


mittee on their opi-Ricions in the lute 
Russo-TurkUh war. Beside-* a record of 
operations, the hook contains some gen- 
eral reports on surgical matter* by the 
chief surgeons employed. 


In these there is to be found nearly 


unanimous testimony, fir.-t as to the 
comparative fewness of wound- from the 
"white arm," as swords luymicts, lances, 
and such like weapons tire collectively 
termed in French miiitaiy language. 
The second point of interest is the great- 
er ease with which such wounds healed 
when they were not at once fatal. Sword 
wounds were more numerous in the latter 
part of the war than in the earlier, says 
Mr. Barker, and they usually healed 
easily. 
Bayonet wounds were' much 


rarer. "Among thousands of wounded 
men," 
says Dr. Pinkcrton, "I did not see 


more than half a dozen suflering from 
sabre, lance, or bayonet wounds.'- The 
experience of othcis whom lie questioned 
was the same.

in the modern warfare, but that modern 
weapon* are very ill-adapted for it.
